regarding separating water from glycol by distillation describes a prior art system. 
Thus, while the Evans et al. patent suggests a solution less energy intensive than 
that describes in the prior art, as argued, however this does not detract from the fact 
that removing water from glycol by distillation is not an unobvious subject matter 
nor is it indicative of criticality in the art. 

[All that is required to show obviousness is that the applicant make his claimed invention 

merely by applying knowledge clearly present in the prior art. Section 103 requires us 

to presume full knowledge by the inventor of the prior art in the filed of his endeavor.
